coal, iron or other 


goods. In the last week the long-planned coup 
which was to split the Rhineland from 'Ger- 
many was touched off — and failed. France has 
not been doing well along her 
independent 


course, and while it is true that Germany's pas- 
five resistance cost her more than enough to 
pay reparations over a long period, it must not 
be forgotten that the Ruhr occupation has been 
a' hugely expensive indulgence for France with 
nothing tangible so far to show for it. 


All this is, of course, entirely conjectural. 


What is under way in the foreign offices can 
not yet be ascertained. 
But Premier Baldwin 


of Great Britain, since his failure to head off 
the French, has
